of the civil war, but it was also the first 
taste ot real fighting for moat of the troops 
engaged in it. On the northern side thest 
were almost exclusively voJunteers, the 
First, Second, Third, Fifth and Seventh 
New York and a battalion made up ol 
Vermont and Massachusetts • volunteers. 
Some, Indeed, of the officers were regu- 
lars, who, if they had not faced an enemy's 
fire, had had the training of the profes- 
sional soldier. But for the majority ol 
the officers as well as of tbe rank and flic 
of the 2,500 or more troops who marched 
out of Hampton and Newport News tc 
meet the rebels at Little and Big Bethel 
on the 10th of June. 1861, actual hostili- 
ties were a new and horrid test of theit 
patriotic fervor. 


The surgeon to one of th» regiments— 


now a peaceful physician—lately gave the 
writer the following sketchy but realistic 
account of it: 


"In tho first place, it was frightfnlly 


hot, and as the march began to tell the 
men began to strip. Each man had hia 
haversack with rations. Tlieso went first, 
then their coats, and so on, until by the 
time they got to the scene of action they 
looked anything but military. They were 
a pretty scrajjgly lot anyway. There were 
ditches along the road filled with slimy 
water, and tho ignorant fools would fling 
themselves down on their bellies in the 
dirt and drink of those fetid pools. Bah! 
Think of it! Of course the result was any 
number of cases of diarrhea and dysen- 
tery, to say nothing of malaria and othei 
fevers. 


"We bad no ambulance, so M. (his as 


slstant surgeon) and I on the way out had 
to help ourselves to a horse and carriage 
belonging to a woman, who was prepar ^ 
ing to escape with it.. \?e picked out & 
farmhouse that was well sheltered by 
woods from tho enemy's fire, bid our am- 
bulance some way farther to the rear and 
laid out our instruments ready for work. 
The firing bad got to bo pretty lively by 
that time. We could bear tho cannon balls 
crashing through tho woods and the rifle 
balls singing, and presently our first case 
came to us—on his own legs. He had sun- 
stroke—snnstroko in the woods—for at 
that time our regiment bad not got out 
from under cover of tho trees. We were 
not surprised at tho incident, however; we 
all knew that 
was a coward. 


"Well, after that there was another 


pause, and I said to M., 'Lot'sgo over and 
see what G. is doing.' G. was surgeon to 
Dnryee's zouaves, the Fifth Now York, 
and ho had located his hospital right in 
the line of the enemy'sflre. As wo walked 
across tho fiAds to it they must have seen 
us, but they let us get there. It was one 
of those southern shanties of wood with a 
brick chimney built on outside from the 
ground up. In tho angle of this chimney 
we noticed as we approached it a man, one 
of our men, crouching, and just then 
along come a cannon ball through the 
house, through the chimney and through 
•him. 


"Inside tbe house we found G. about to 


operate on a poor devil who had been 
brought in with a shattered arm. G, was 
as white as a sheet at tbe prospect. He 
was pretty green and probably bad nevei 
operated before. Tbe moment he saw rue 
he looked relieved. 'Here, doctor,' he said, 
'you finish this operation/ And ho hand 
ed me tho instruments. So M. and I sot 
to work and did the job for him. 
i 
"Later on that day wo strolled up 


through tho woods toward tho fighting. 
Both tbn Confederates and oar men fought 
most of that battle undor cover. Tho Con 
federates wero well posted, with tho Black 
river in front of thorn and their batteries 
masked by trees.

Eight in tho midst of the 
strath and facing the Blue mountain is 
Tullochgorum, belonging to a sept of tho 
clan Grant, with whom tradition has as- 
sociated tho peculiar music named after 
the district.

Macgregor who wedded a maid of Tulloeh 
and had slain a number of her clansmen 
who opposed tho match. The Strathspey 
reel, again, is said to have boon invented 
by tho Cuiumings of Cnstle Grant, while 
the song of Tullochgorum (said rather ex- 
travagantly by Burns to bo the best Scotch 
song Scotland over saw) was written by 
an Episcopal clergyman, tho Hov.

barrel. In this uso it is not likely again 
tc get as-far away from New York as tho 
point wbcnco it originally came, and when 
it gets back here and has been again emp- 
tied it is sold again to tho dealer. In tho 
course of its uso anil travels it may come 
to need repairs, a IHW stave or two or new 
hoops. It'is put in order and sold nguin. 


When it, has ceased to be useful as a 


vinegar or a cider barrel, gradually wear- 
ing out and becoming cheaper, it is sold 
as a pickle barrel, or for sauerkraut, and 
finally it is likely to become a tcr barrel, 
and after that it is broken up and de- 
stroyed. 


Not counting the time that it may spend 


in storage before its first shipment, tbe 
whisky barrel is'likely to last through tbo 
various stages of its existence, from tbo 
time it starts out until tho end, two or 
three years, though much depends npon 
tho care taken of it. Cjrefully bandied, ifc 
may last ten years or more. Tho whisky 
barrel holds 45 gallons. 


There's a cheaper whisky barrel, also 


made of oak, but o' lighter materials, that 
costs from $1.50vO 52, which is xised large- 
ly by eastern distillers.—New York Sun.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The purpose 


of the United States government to 
place an adequate military force in 
China was forcibly demonstrated today 
by orders given to Brigadier General 
Abnet 8. Chaffee to assume command 
of tlio troops in China and to proce< d 
at once to his post of duty. More sig- 
nificant, perhaps, than the mere order 
itself is the wording of it, as it WPS 
issued by Assistant Secretary of War 
Meiklejohn. The orSer directs General 
Ohafiee "to take command of the troops 
ordered to China and to go to Pekin by 
way of San Francisco and Taku, ac- 
companied by his aids." It was ex 
pected that troops would be concen- 
trated at Taku, or some other conven- 
ient point, but the sending of General 
Ohaffee straight to Pekin itself is an in- 
dication of the firm intention of the 
government to station a strong force at 
the very seat of the Chinese govein 
ment.

ALDERSHOT. 


he Grounds Where the British Soldier 


Is Drilled In Maneuver*. 


Aldershot is a tract of land four or five 


miles square situated about 35 miles soxith- 
westfrom London. Tho soil is a yellowish 
layey gravel, admitting of no cultivation. 
'he country is slightly rolling. Several 
uili'oads and a canal traverse tho tract. 
\ range of bills, offering a good defensive 
position, passes through it. The position 
of Aldershot strategically is a good one 
or assembling troops, since from it troops 
can bo conveniently sent to auy threatened 
point on tho southern const. 


On this tract tho English Imvo built an 


army post containing barrack^ and quar- 
ters for several regiments of regular 
.roops, with storehouses and magazines 
'or supplies. During tho active season in 
spring .md summer tho garrison is in- 
cronsed by other regiments <bf regulars, 
and by a large body of volunteers, so that 
there are usually from 10,000 to 15,000 
men in the camp, most of them in tents. 
These volunteer regiments aro from timo 
to time relieved to be replaced by others. 
Tho entire forco present is under tho com- 
mand of an officer of high rank (usually a 
lieutenant general) of tho regular army. 
Tho troops are kept hard at work. Besides 
tho usual drills, parades, reviews and so 
on there are almost daily runneuvors on a 
largo scale of infantry, cavalrj-or artillery 
or nil three arms combined,1 illustrating 
marches in advance or in retreat in tho 
presence of an imaginary or a, represented 
enemy, dispositions for attack, combats, 
eto.

' WASHINGTON'S "BRAVERY. 


th* Counf* tie l>i*plsy« d In the Battle 


of Princeton. 


Cornwallls had left all bis stores at 


Brunswick and three regiments of foot 
and throe companies of horse at Princeton. 
Thither then NYasbinguui was mimhing 
that winter nigbt, lie meant to strike bib 
eupeiior enemy another blow at a weak 
point. By daybreak be was near Princeton 
and moved u ith the main army straight 
for the town. Mereer was dotac-hed with 
300 men to destroy the bridge which gave 
the most dinx-t connection with Cornwal- 
lis. The enemy bad started at sunrises and 
one regiment was already over the bridge 
when they saw the Americans. Colonel 
Mawhood at once recrossod the bridge, 
and both Americans and English mudofor 
some high commanding ground. Tho 
Americans reached tho desired point first, 
and a sharp fight ensued. The American 
rifles did great execution, but without 
bayonets they could not stand a charge. 
Mercer was mortally woucded, anJ bis 
men began to retreat. As Mawhood ad- 
vanced be came upon the main American 
army, marching rapidly to the scene of 
action. The now Pennsylvania militia in 
the van wavered under the British flre and 
began to give way. \Vashington, forget- 
ting, as ho was too apt to do, his position, 
his importance and everything but the 
fight, rode rapidly to tho front, reined his 
horse within 80 yards of the enemy and 
called to his men to stand firm. The wc- 
vering ceased, tho Americans advanced, 
the Biitish halted and then gave way. 
The Seventeenth regiment was badly cut 
up, broken and dispersed. The other two 
fled into the town, mado a brief stand, 
gave way again nnd were driven in rout to 
Brunswick. Washington broke down the 
bridges and, leaving Cornwallis, who had 
discovered that ho bad been outgeneraled, 
to gaze at him from the other side of the 
Millstone and c€ Stony brook, moved off 
to Somerset Court House, where he stopped 
to rest his men, who had been marching 
and fighting for IS hours. It was too late 
to reach the magazines at Brunswick, but 
the work was done.—"Tho Story of the 
Revolution," by Senator H. C, Lodge, in 
Scribner's. 


OBSERVANCE OF EASTER. 


WHEN AND WHEBB THEY MEET. 


A Guide for Visitors and Members* 


The Discrepancy In Computing the Date 


WM Xot Corrected Until 1732. 


The observance of Easter dates back to 


about tho year 68, at which time there-was 
much contention among the eastern and 
western churches as to what day the festi- 
val should bo observed. It was finally or- 
dained at tho council of Nice in the year 
325 that it must bo observed throughout 
the Christian world on the same day. This 
decision settled that Easter should be kept 
upon tho Sunday first after the fourteenth 
day of thu first Jewish month, but no gen- 
eral conclusion was arrived at as to the 
cycle by which the festival was to be regu- 
lated, pnd some churches adopted one rule 
and some another. This diversity of usage 
was put an end to, and tho Roman rule 
making Easter the first Sunday after the 
fourteenth day of the calendar moon was 
established in England in 669. After nine 
centuries a discrepancy in the keeping of 
Easter was caused by the authorities of the 
English church declining to adopt tho ref- 
ormation of the Gregorian 
calendar In 


1582. Tho difference was settled in 1752 
by the adoption" of the rule •which makes 
Easter day always tho firsb Sunday after 
tho full moon which appears on or nert 
after the twenty-first day of March. If the 
full moon happens upon, a Sunday, Easter 
is the Sunday after.—Ladies' Homo Jour- 
nal. 


The First Real Bicycle. 


Frank H. Vizetelly, in St. Nicholas, 


tells "The Story of the Wheel." After do- 
scribing the draisino, which came into 
use in 1S16 and was named after its in- 
ventor, Mr. ^/izotelly says: 


In 1818 Donnls Johnson, an English 


coachmalzer, in ado tho draisino lighter 
and provided it with an elbow and body 
rest, decidedly improving the vehicle. 
Further changes made by Lonis'Gompertz, 
in 1821, enabled tho rider to propel this 
vehicle with his hands, but ho still had to 
keep himself upright by tho use of his feet 
and legs. A cogged wheel Used to tho 
side of the front hub and a gearing moved 
by a lOTer were the means of driving the 
whcol, and the lever also did service as o 
steering bar. 


So popular did tho draisino become that 


forms of it continued in use until 1855, 
but the later form was built of iron in- 
stead of wood. This change was brought 
about by an English contractor named 
Knight, who was so pleased by the new 
way of traveling while visiting the con- 
tinent that ho thought of using tho cheap- 
er iron of his own country for making the 
draisino. Shortly after it came to Eng- 
land this machine was changed from the 
crnde'jjnd heavy wheel of Baron Drais von 
Souenjron. 
It became a light, elegant 


and reliable machine, capable of being 
skillfully ridden.

This has been efferted by artificial cul- 


ture. The lish commission has several 
stations situated on noted shad streams 
and a steamer, the Fi«hhawk, that is 
practically a floating hatchery that fol- 
lows the fish, and in these millions of 
young shad are hatched. The "ripe" fish 
arc captured on the way to the spawning 
beds, and the spawn is gently pressed or 
"stripped" into tin pans and fertilized by 
»nilt taken from the males by mixing 
eggs and milt together. 
The eggs are 


then put into the hatching jars, aud then 
the fry develops. The jars are arranged 
t>o that the water flows in through a 
tube that reaches nearly to the bottom 
and flows out through the top, the cur- 
rent keeping up a boiling motion in the 
mass of eggs. All the dead eggs rise to 
ths top aud are carried off into the waste 
pipes, so that they are not dangerous to 
the living one*. 
The living eggs are 


heavier than tbe dead ones and stay near 
the bottom, so the hatching jar sorts 
them out automatically.
